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DUBLIN CATTLE MARKET. 


The income from the Dublin Cattle Market 
has, according te the report on the markets’ 
account, declined to £11,000 from the former 
steady figure of £15,000 per annum. 

In the report on the Borough Fund 
account it is stated that the estimate for 
expenditure on the Mansion House is in- 
creased by £1,000, due to the necessity to re- 
construct the defective roof of the Oak 
Room and to other extensive repairs. The 
income from lettings fell in 1936-34 by £600, 
largely due to the diminution in the -holding 
of exhibitions. As this factor is likely to 
continue; the coming year’s estimated in- 
come is likewise on the reduced basis. 

It is interesting to note that in the seven 
years ending 3lst instant th» expenditure on 
the Ean Sn has been eee and the 
income ,642, representing a deficit of 
£17,538. : 

It is remarked that a. demand has recently 
arisen (owing to the closing down of the 
Theatre Royal for conversion into a cinema) 
for extensive alterations to the stage in the 
Round Room of the Mansion House, ao as 
to make it an external one, and to add 
slightly to the seating accommodation. I 
already reported to the General Purposes 
Committee (says the City Manager) that, 
owing to the extremely bad acoustics in the 
Round Room, no definite decision could then 
be taken as to whether a heavy ex iture, 
very mér estimated at, say, £7,500, could 
be justified for the proposed alterations. 
As a result, an expert on acoustics has‘ been 
engaged, and his report will be before the 
Council when dealing with the estimates, so 
that they may consider the advisability of 
incurring further expenses in this regard, 
bearing in mind the benefits, if any, which 
might accrue, and also tle heavy burthen 
the citizens have had to bear in connection 
with the buildings generally.

DR. SCHACHT’S CHARGE.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 


Great Britain and the United States are 
to blame for the world financial crisis, ac- 
cording to Dr. Schacht, the President of 
the ichsbank, in an article he has 
written for a financial publication. 

The crisis caused by the post-War finan- 
cial policy, which was incompatible with 
economic common-sense, and especially 
“the madness of reparations,’’ could long 
ago have been overcome, declares Dr. 
Schacht, if a second and unpardonable 
mistake had not been made. 

‘* Instead of resolutely dealing with the 
root of the problem—that is, international 
debtsa—both England and America, . the 
most important nations for ae) trade, 
turned to the economically fatal method 
of depreciating their currencies. Germany 
refuses decisively to copy methods which 
in the long run are pr teen" untenable. 
There is no currency, but only a transfer 
problem for Germany, and this must, and 
will, be ‘solved in a fair manner.” 

Dr. Schacht’ in his’ article further 
emphasises Germany's need of a strong 
export trade; for, “im view of Germany's 
‘limited supply of raw’ materials, in the 
long run there will be only two possibili- 
ties open to her.”

A FRONTIER °

LTHOUGH news of the war in the 

desert between the forces of Ibn Saud, 

the warrior King of Saudi, Arabia, and 
the Imam, of Yemen, is difficult to obtain, 
the Jeddah correspondent of the newspaper, 
Al Guehad, reports that Saudi forces hava 
re-oceupied certain positions held by tha 
Yemenites. . Three engagements are reported 
to have taken place, in which 100 Yemenites 
and 30 Saudis are said to have lost theist 
lives, 

King Ibn Sand’s. army is. stated to be 
adVaticing in three" groups’ and to have 
reached a point 20 kilometres beyond the 
frontier. It is expected that Ibn Saud hin. 
self will shortly leave Mecca for Nejd. Thera 
he will unite and re-organmise the tribes with 
a view to leading an offensive at the head of 
a corps of Bedouins. 

The Emir Feisal will take his father’s place 
at Mecca while the latter is at the head of 
his forces, which are estimated at 10,000 men, 
with several guns and machine guns. In 
addition, it. is anticipated that he will rally 
another 10,900 combatants to his standaid 
among the Bedouin tribes. 

On March 22 it was reported that fighting 
had broken out in the Tehama area along tha 
Yemen-Saudi-Arabian® frontier. The trouble 
arose~-out of the question of the frontier in 
this area, which had been under negotiativg 
for some. months, 

The Saudit-Arabian Legation issued a 
communigué from Mecca stating that efforts 
to come to an @greement with the Iman 
having failed, the, Saudi troops. have been 
ordered to adyance and re-occupy the placcs 
takén by the "Imam.
